Vowels, with a few plain Rules concerning 
Pronunciation, will be fufficient; by the 
Help of which, he will be able to read pere 
fe€tly in a thort Time.—--—Upon the Whele, 
it may. truly be affirm’d, that it requires

That it is an agreeable Study, no one wil} 
deny, who has had the leaft Tafte of it; for, 
even in that Part which is the mpft laboricug 
[gaining a Copia of Words] the Learner is 
eatertain'd (in almoft every Rage of his Lex- 
icon) with pleafant Reafons of the Erymolo- 
gies, &c. which, at once, amufe the Fancy, 


body muft grant, that ‘tis infinitely more 


ieafure to read an Authos ia the Origioal, 
M2 thas 
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than otherwife ; Tranflations (how good fo- 
ever) giving us the Beauties of a Piece but at 
fecond-hand ; which, like other Things, 
will be dull’é by the Touch.——Now, furely, 
this muft hold good, in an eminent Degree, 
with regard to the Hebrew; wherein are 
many Elegancies, which cannot be fully ex- 


refs'd in our Language, nor, perhaps, in any 4 


other; and wherein, whatever is narrative or 
defcriptive, whatever is patbetich or fublime, is 
deliver’'d in the moft fmple and lively, moft 
affecting and lofty Exprefiions imaginable. 

As to the Ufefulnefs of the Hebrew, it is 
fuch, that one might juftly wonder how it 
fhould meet with fo general a Negleé from 
thofe, whofe Bufineis it is to explain the fa- 
ced Oracles, and maintain the Authority of 
Holy Writ: Quam abfurdum enim ef, ut Le- 
gatus mandata Regis fur non intelligat, fed Inter- 
prete opus Labeat *! 

The Old Teftament is, on al] Hands, al- 
Jow'd to be the Foundation of the New; fo 
that to fludy the latter, without underfland- 
ing the former, is a Piece of Folly not unlike 
building Caftles in the Air.——But, it may, 
perhaps, be afk'd, what Neceffity there is of 
knowing Hebrew to underftand the Old Tef- 
tament, when we have fuch a good Tranfla- 
tion of it, by the Septuagint, and fo many 
able Commentators? In return to which, 
it may be fufficient to demand, what Neceffity 
there is of knowing Greek to underftand the 
New Teftament (whereof we have 4s good 
Tranflations, &c. )—This refolv'd, the other 
ye anfwer’d,——lJn fhort, we may as reafon- 
ably fuppofe a Mana Judge of Horace, from 
Dactr'’s and Sanadon’s Notes, who, at the 
fame Time, is ignorant of Latin; as that one, 
unacquainted with Hebretw thould be able (by 
the Affifance of Commentators) fully to 
comprehend the Writings of Mojes and the 
Prophets, 

"Tis true, indeed, there have been mary 
Perfons of great Parts and Learning, who 
have made the Scriptures their conflant 
Study, and very much oblig’d Pofterity with 
Variety of ufeful Obfervations; but, muft 
we, therefore, embrace their Opinions blind- 
fok!, out of an over modet PerfuaGon, that 
we thall not be able to go beyond them: Or, 


that it would argue too much Prefumption F 


in us to difpute their Determinations ?—Were 
they infallible ? 

Had there not been many famous Philo- 
fophers before Sir Mase Neewton ?—Was it 
then too great Prefumption in him to ex- 
amine the Joftnefs of their Hypothefes, and 
endeavour (what he fo happily accomiplith’d) 
to excel them? And may there not be a 


Sir aac Newton in every Part of Learning ? G 


as the ingenious Dr. Watrs expreffes it. 
Surely, it is not becoming an ineenvovs 

Difpoftion, to take Things of fuch Momert 

vpoa Troft ; norj-to give over all Search, 


when there are {till many Doubts ‘not clear’d 
up, many Difficulties unfolv'd, which deferve 
our moft diligent Enquiry: And, therefore, 
Pity it is that the Study of the Hebrew, and, 
indeed, of the Oriental Languages in gene- 
ral, meets not with greater Encouragements ; 
whatever a /ate Author (in a moft elaborate 
Trifle) may have infinuated to the con- 
trary. 

To conclude, let the Anti- Hebraans conf- 
der, that fpeaking againft what they do nct 
underftand (tho’ it may argue a bold) betrays 
a very weak Judgment; and that difcourage- 
jog others from what they have been pleafed 
to negleét, favours more of envious Pride, 
than falutary Caution. 

If thefe obvious Remarks find Place in 
your Mogezine, you may be pretty well af- 
fured, that thofe who know any Thing of 
the Matter will allow, at leaft, that what 
they were defign’d to evince is moft ftridlly 
true, wiz.

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Mr. Roriin’s Methed of teaching Children 
GroGRAPny. — 
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HE judicious and learned Mr. Rollin, 

after he had publith'd his Manner of 
teaching and fiudying the Belles Lettres, was 
prevail’d upon to write a fhort Treatife, ty 
Way of Introdu€tion to thofe four Volumes, 
upon the Education of Children. What he 
fays in this Piece concerning teaching them 
the Rudiments of Geogropby is fo very juft and 
fenfible, that I canoot refrain the fending 
you an Extraét of it, with a few Remarks 
of my own interfpers’d. 

He tells us, that Geography may be made a 
Derverfien rather than a Study, if the Teacher 
knows how to feafon it with thort agreeaile 
Hiftories and curious Fats, that refpect the 
Countries and Cities he is treating of. Of 
the fevera]l Metbods that have been written 
tu teach this Science, Mr. Ro‘lin prefers thoie 
which, inftead of fuppofing a Child to have 
already good Urderflanding, or which want 
the Affiftance of fuch Underftanding to make 
them intelligible, are rather calculated to im- 
prove his tenler Apprehenfion, and amufe 
bim by an agreeable Exercife. But, what- 
ever \yflem be made ule of, it muft always 
be accompany’d with AMdaps, Geography be- 
ing a Scier ce that cepen’s much on the Eyes. 
He might have faid tarther, that the utmoft 
Care and Judgment thould be ufed in the 
Choice of thofe Maps, left the Scholar fhould

| The belt Way to begin is by laying before 
“the Pupil a Map of the whole World, or by 
 fetting a Terreftrial Globe, which is much 
mote proper to give a juft Idea of the Fi- 
gure of the Earth., Care muft be then taken 
to make him underftand and retain all the 
 neceffary Terms of that Art, by explaining 
them to his Capacities; fuch as Continent, 
Sea, Ifle, Peninfala, Gulpb, Strait, Ifpbmut, 
Promontory, 8c. 

After this, the young Scholar fhould be 
made to travel upon a Map or Chart, with- 
out obferving any Thing as he goes on but 
the moft amufing Particulars ; which, being 
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Manner they fith it up; which would Jead 
to the Explanation of the Word Divers. 

Happy Arabia bears that Name, becaufe it 
produces Plants very much efteemed. Coffee 
grows here, which is the Kernel or Grain of 
a {mall red Fruit, about the Size of a Crim- 
fon-Cherry. Balm and Frankincenfe are like- 
wile here found, being Rofins or Gums of 
an agreeable Odour, that deftil from the 
Bark of two peculiar Sort of Shrubs or little 
Trees, 

The two great Rivers, Tigris and Eupbra- 
tes, which we read of in Scripture, rua into 
this Gulpd.

Defart Arabia takes its Name from the 
vaft Defarts it contains. Here we fiad the 
Cities of Mecca, Medina, and Elcatif.

Mabomet. A confiderable Mofque has been 
built there, to which every Year, from all 
Parts, a great Number of Pilgrims repair 
in Caravans. Medina is the Place where he 
was buried. Catif, or Elcatif, is fituated up- 
on the Gulpb of Perfia, which you fee on the 
other Side of this: vaft Country.

Bander Abaffi is the fineft Port in all 
Perfia, The Trace is now carried on there, 
which the Portugueze had formerly eftablith'd 
in the little Mle of Ormus, out of which they 
were driven, 

Not far, as you fee, from thence, is the 
Mountain of Chiampa, where they find 
Earths of different Colours, and of fuch ex- 
traordinary Hue and Lu/fre, that it is impoffi- 
ble to imitate the Beauty of their Linen, 
whea ftaia’d with them. You may wath 
them over and over in the ftrongeft Lather, 
without depriving them in the leaft Degree 
of their Vivacity. 

By continuing thus to coaft all over the 
whole Shore, and returaing again the fame 
Way, repeating, without Alteration, what 
the Boy fhould remember, you will bring 
him to make an amufing Paftime of thefe 
Inftructions, and oblige him to range them 
orderly in his Memory, without any Diffi- 
culty.

However, 1 infpeéted the other Side of the

Cafar, we ate told, had a Croeom three 
Times offer’d him by Mark Antony, which 
he as often put back gent/y with his Hand, to 
try the Temper of the People: But the old 
Hatred to Monarcby ftill remained among the 
Romans, who, tho’ they fubm'tted to regal 
Pewer in this great Ditator, thouted for Joy 
to fee him refufe the regal Title, which he fe- 
eretly coveted, Cromwell was in Form ad- 
drefs'd by his Parliament to accept the fame 
Title, and fosl'd fo long with them in difpuc- 
ing about the Illegality and Inexpediency ot it, 
that they thought him in earneft, and de- 
fifted from their Perfuafions, But Kouli Kan 


C had before fecured himfelf fueh a Party in 


the Army, who he kaew would fand to their 
Point, chat, after much Apology, he fuffer'd 
himfelf to be prewail’d on to actept the 
Crown of the Sopbis; which the Minifiry 
feeing, tho’ they @fapproved the Thing, 
they were the firft to declare Sim alone worthy 
of that Diadem.

The two great Ge- 
nerals 1 have named, and many more of 
equal Ambition and the fame Views, found 
it dangerous to truft to a thorough Depra- 
vation of Virtue in the Army they carried 
from their own Country. For this Reafon 
we find them, upon all Occafions, affociating 
them with Mercenaries and Allies, who, 
born under defpotick Governments, never 
knew what Freedom meant. The Number 
of thefe Mercenaries were always, at leaft, 
equal to that of the Principals; fo that whe- 
ther they were paid by Rome or by their own 
Princes, as they were all of them commanded 
by the fame General, they were always fure 
to be upon ons Side as often as any Difpute 
happened. We have many Inftances of the 
Roman Impatience at the Infolence of thofe 
Barbarians; but the Strength of the Merce- 
naries, the Authority of the Generals, the 
Dread of Martial Law, the Difficulties they 
were under, whom to truft of their own 
Countrymen, and the mutual Jealoufies of 
one another, loft them the proper Opportuni- 
ties of Refentment. This took off the Fire
